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Holyrood Palace. In "a fine^ open square beyond the 
Canongate stand Holyrood Palace and the ruins of its old 
abbey church (built by David I.). When Holyrood became 
a royal residence is unknown, but James IV., V., VI., and 
Queen Mary all dwelt here. Queen Mary’s apartments are 
of much interest, many relics of her life being: displayed. 
The road to Arthur’speat (822 feet above sea level) passes 
round by the Palace. 
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
